To Be Registered: 
Time-Limit Now Set | 


Notice is: ‘given in the Govern- 
ment Gazette that His Excellency 
the Governor, under sub-section 
(2) of section 32 of the Protec- 
tion of Women and Girls Ordin- 
ance, 1938, appoints that June 24 
as the date within three months of 
which _ persons having i in their 
custody or confrol any girl the 
legal guardianship of . whom is, 
pursuant to section 31 (1) of 
that . Ordinance,’ vested in the 
Secretary for Chinese Affairs shall 
give notice thereof to the Secre- 
tary for Chinese Affairs’ in manner 
prescribed by regulations. 


THE REQUIREMENTS 

Following is the text of Clausg 
31: 

“31.—(1) Whenever any person

N Wednesday of this week, the police carried out a raid upon 

the offices of the “China Mail” and “Sunday Herald” armed 
with « warrant purporting to give authority to scize «a document 
for which, had it existed then or any time, we should have been 
legally entitled to claim privilege. The excuse for this high- 
handed action, against which we. have already publicly protested, 
was the refusal ‘of the Editor to disclose the name of an inform- 
ant on the ground of professional etiquette. The police raid, in 
these circumstances, was an attempt, by the employment of 
muailed-fist tactics, to break down the traditional principle that 
a newspaper must protect an informant. Having lodged our pro- 
test in mid-week, it was not our intention to make any further re- 
ference to the matter at this stage. It is compelled, however, by 
the necessity for removing any ground for misunderstanding of 
the position we have felt obliged to adopt in this matter. 


An csteemed contemporary, while subscribing in general to 


‘\the principle of protection of informints and while supporting our 


protest against the raid as-a mere gesture of authority and con- 
tempt, argues from the general to the particular on the plea of 
confidence, disagrees with our decision (without knowledge of the 
background facts) and seems to imply failure by us to co-operate 
in the enforeement of law. It needs to be explained, therefore, 
that recognising the duty of the informant to give the Police 
full details of the events he described in the “Sunday Herald,” 
every effort was made to encourage him in that duty. Guar- 
antees of security were provided both by the police and the S.C.A. 
and every reasonable means of persuasion: was used to induce him} 
to make a voluntary statement. His reluctance was followed by 
an attempt to obtain dircetly all such facts as would bo useful 
to the police. On Wednesday, A.D.C.I. Heath paid a further 
visit to this office during the forenoon and he was given an assur- 
ance that efforts would be made to persuade our informant. that 
he could place full reliance on official guarantees. At 2.30, our 
office was ralded. “Any prospect of converting our informant into 
a voluntary police witness was immediately destroyed. His’ pre- 
vious apprehensions were intensificd.. 


If we dealt with the other side of the question candidly, it 
would involve the making of serious allegations regarding the vice 
racket in this Colony.

Battle 


HE fact that our civilisation 

seems dent on self-destruc- 
tion increases the melancholy with 
which one obgerves the battle 
of the Chinese. 

As one looks back through the 
pressing record of man’s history, 
one is tempted to wonder whether 
the human race {a not after all 
incorrigible; whether there is not 
in us some inherent flaw, some 
taint, perhaps, which we have in- 
herited from the primeval slime 
which renders it impossible for 
human life to rise above a certain 
level. : 

Tho Chinese, which thos sur- 
vived longer than most, possesses 
conspicuous virtucs. In the first 
place, it-has not identified na- 
tional greatness with efficiency in 
slaughter. Unlike the West, China 
has been disposed to take the In- 
junction against murder serious- 
ly. : 

For example, the fdlowing 
question, recently set to can- 
didates sitting for a dexree vx- 
amination in o Chinese university, 
is characteristic:— 

“When the philosopher Mo Ti 
taught that war fs wicked, Chin- 
esc soldiers Jaid down thelr arms. 
The same doctrine is. taught by 
the Christian Churches, but has 
not. had the same effect in Chris-' 
tian countries, Explain this.”

To Avert Major 
National . 
. Catastrophe 


London, Yesterday. 


An interesting debate arose in the Commons on 
the votes for the Ministry of Labour and the 
Unemployment Assistance Board. 


Mr, Amery called attention to the situation dis- 
closed in the last report of the Board that the 
needs —— assessed according to the Board’s 
minimum scales — of large families among 
workers in the lower wage grades often, ex- 
ceed by.as much as ten shillings weekly the 
amount brought in by the wage earner when 


__ in employment. 

Mr. Amery sald the Board had 
imposed on it two duties. One 
was to provide adequately for the 
minimum needa of the, family and 
the other to sce that its adminis- 
tration did not create an incen- 
tive to leave work and take relief. 

Those dutics were frequently 
irreconcilable, Were they, as o 
nation guarding the interest of 
the growing generation, to decide 
that the wage system should take 
some account of the minimum 
needs of an family or be governed 
entirely by the notion that Inbour 
was slmply a commodity whose 
price was settled by haggling in 
open market. 


ONLY SOLUTION 


He suggested the only, solution 
of the problem was to make some 
provision for the children of the 
nation irrespective of the waye 
earned by the parent, 

In large families, children were 
the crentors of and suffered from 
poverty. A very large proportion 
of the children of the... country 
were underfed ‘and ‘started life 
with all the oddg,, weighted 
against tHem. Surely that’ was 
something In the nature of a 
major national catastrophe. 

Mr. Amory went on to declare 
that the population trends rein- 
forced the arguments fora system 
of family allowance which would 
solve a most urgent problem from 
the point of view not only of tn- 
employment assistance but of the 
building up of fitnesa in the nu- 
lion and of doing justice to a 
large number of people ‘who 
through no fault of their own 
were destined to grow up under- 
fed and stunted and unable to 
play a worthy part in the life of 
their great nation. 


PLEA SUPPORTED ~* 


Mr. Amery’s plea was supports 
ed from the Liberal benches and 
Mr. Harold Macmillan (Conserva- 
tive) and Dr. Haden Guest 
(Labour) spoke .of other uspects 
of the issues raised by Mr. Amery.

OU have often henrd it sald 
that words are a cloak for 
thoughts. It could be said much 
more truly to-day that names are 
a mask of reality.

The jbodics. that are loudest in 
championing freedom of the press 
are invnrinbly those that wish to 
suppress every opinion except 
their own; anyone who reads the 
current English press wil] know 
that the papers which condemn 
most strongly those countries in 
which the government controls 
all expresaion of opinion are just 
those’ that, while claiming to bo 
open and fair, exercise an oqual- 
Jy close supervision over all that 
appeara in theirown pages and 
rigorously suppress anything 
that might seem ‘to favour the 
side which they do not champion. 
In comparison with these, the 
Cutholic Church is liberal in the 
extreme, Any of the charge of 
intolerance that even the most 
biased of historians have attempt- 
ed to bring against the Catholic 
Church are mild in comparison 
with the intolerant repression of 
which it has been the object. In 
fact all the combined charges of 
intolerance that could be made 
against it during the whole nine- 
teen centuries of its existence 
would be more than counter- 
alanced by the intolerance 
directed against it during any 
single one of those ‘centuries. In 
the same way when it comes to 
charges and suppression of 
opinion, any fair-minded studens 
of history will sec that the 
balance je wholly on the Catholic 
side. Nelther in extent nor in 
violence nor in obscurantist at+ 
titude have the alleged cases of 
Catholic intolerance of opinion 
been anything in comparison with 
the systematic, and often violent, 
suppression of its point- of view.

HE fact really is that in the 

matter of propaganda the 
Catholic Church is at a very grent 
disadvantage because it is bound 
by strong principles and by no 
strict obligation. to ‘adhere to 
truth. We cannot do or say evil 
in order that good may come. No 
mattor what people may say, 
neither jesults nor any Catholics 
hold, or ever held, that the end 
justifies the means.

nation yesterday in which he stood firmly be- 
hind the main ‘aspects of the New Deal; re- 
quested greater co-operation between. capi- 
tal and labour to resist wage cuts, as well as 
declaring: the international situation ‘“de- 


finitely disturbing,” 
legislation. 

The President declared thnt 
there would be no Special Session 
of Congress thir year, “barring 
unforeseen events,” and declared 
that. Congress by passing the 
Wage and Hour Bill, the Farm 
THN; and other legislation had ac- 
complished far more for the 
future of the country than any 
Congress had before, between the 
end of the war and the Spring of 
1933, 

On the other hand, many things 
had been left undone, including 
the Government'a Re-Organisation 
Bin and the legislation to put the 
railways on their feet, 

The President termed his de- 
fent by the Supreme Court: “A 
lost battle which won a war,” and 
that his real objective in’ bring 
ing the plan forward had been 
substantially attained, 

TWO REQUISITES 

“The American people,” he can- 
tinued, “insist on two requisites 
of private enterprise, namely — 
complete honesty in the appor- 
tioning and paying of individual 
and corporate taxes, and sincere 
rexpect for the need of all at the 
hottom to get work.” 

He hoped that the national in-

CALMER VIEWS

Prague, Yesterday. 

The paper “Bohemia,” which is 
pdblished here in’ the Gorman 
language, comments as follows on 
the negotiations that tool placa 
between the Premier, Dr. Hodza, 
and the representatives of the 
Sudeten Germana yestordny: 


“The fnet that this was 
the first meeting of person- 
ages, some of whom did not know 
each other bofore, gives the con- 
ference, above all, a character of 
consultation, necessary to esta- 
®Nsh and define once more cortain 
questions and principles. The 
conversation took plice in an at- 
mosphere which, while not lacking 
a certnin tenaion, was marked by 
calm find a certain mutual re- 
serve. It is clear that the ex- 
haustive discussion of the far 
reaching problems, in presence of 
the members of the Cabinet, fully 
revealed the difficulty of the task 
which must be solved and result- 
ed also in the raising of some 
questions, which hitherto have 
not been dealt with. 


It appears, moreover, that tha 
Sudeten Gorman Party submitted 
some rather far reaching de- 
mands ... ./will be compelled to 
show great pationce and a conci- 
liatory spirit during the furthe 
negotiations.” 7 


Commenting on: an official com- 
munique issued after the confer- 
ence, tho Czech paper “Nardoni 
Politica” says: , 


“The communique shows that 
the demands of Henlein’s Party 
and not the Nationalities’ Statute 
were discussed. This appears to 
show that the Sudcten German 
Party does not abandon its maxli- 
mum demands. 


This will naturally not facili- 
tate tho situation, since the Gov- 
ernment has already definitely Inid 
down the principles destined to 
determine the future relations be- 
tween the various nationalities 
living within the territory of the

ALLINGAR is four and a half 

hours from Dublin if you 

catch the carly train from Broad- 
stone Station and five and a quar- 
ter if you wait until the afternoon, 

It is the market town of a large 
and comparatively well-populated 
district. Thore is a pretty Pro- 
testant Church in 1820 Gothic on 
one sido of the square and n vast, 
unfinished Catholic cathedral op-

The hot-houses have been 
draughty skeletons for ten yenrs. 
The great yates set in their Geor- 
gian arch are permanently pad- 
locked, the lodges are derclict, and 
the line of the main drive is only 
juat discernible through the.mea- 
dows, Access to the house is half 
a mile further up through a farm 
gate, along a track befouled by 
cattle. 

But the house itself, at the date 
with which we are denting, was 
in a condition of compnratively 
good repair; compared, that ig to 
say, with Ballingar House | or 
Castle Boycott or Knode Hall. It 
did not, of course, set up to rival 
Gordontown, where the American 
Ludy Gordon had installed electric 
light, central heating and a lift, 
or Mock House or Newhill, which 
were leased to sporting Engtish- 
men, or Castle Mockstock, since 
Lord:Mockstock married beneath 
him : 

These four houses 
neatly . raked gravel, bathrooms 
and dynamos, were the wonder 
and ridicule of the country. But 
Fleacetown, in fair competition 
with the essentially Irish houses 
of the Free State, was, unusually 
habitable, 

Its roof wag intact; and it ia the 
roof which makes the difference 
between the second and third 
grade of Irith country houses. 
Once that goes you have moss in 
the bedrooms, ferns on the stairs 
and cows in the library, and in a 
very few years you have to move 
into the dairy or one of the lodges, 
But so long as he has, literally, 
a roof over his head, an Ivishman’s 
house is atill his castle, There 
swere werk bits in Flencetown, 
but general opinion held that the 
lends were good for another 
twenty years and would certainly 
survive the present owner.
